CASE HISTORY 
IN CARDIOLOGY 
IS EMPHASIZED 

Dr. Paul D. While Àddresses 
Medical ^(udents 

TRACES HEART STUDY 



Suggests Many Diseases 
Due to Lack of 
Exercise 



Eniphasiiing !he unport.>ni.T of 
ilic case history :n csiciiology Dr. 
Paul D. White of Harvard Univer- 
sity traocj Ihe s'.uny of tho lic.T.l 
before a student meeting arranged 
by C.'\MSI in the Medical A.<scm- 
blj- Hall ycf icrd.-iy .iftornoon. A 
detailed .in.ily.<.if of the very first 
symptom and n iMrcful pliyjicil ex- 
amination -ire osscniial prerequisites 
;o the di.ipnofij. 

The study of the heart begun in 
the time of the Greeks first con- 
centrated on its structure, and the 
defects within it. the speaker stal- 
ed. It wa.< not until recently, in 
fact since the last war, tliat proper 
attention?: was paid to the causes of 
heart disease and heart failure. It 
was felt that structural defects 
alone were not enough, as investi- 
gation has so definitely proved. 

Using a series of charts depicting 
the growtli of cardiology from 300 
B.C. and earlier Dr. White pointed 
out the slow and difficult path of 
the early students of the science. 
The setback cf Raman imperialism 
and the Dark .^ges hindered its 
growth. It was not until 1500 that 
the Italian Universitiei under the 
aegis of the Renaissance teachers 
were able to make particular head- 
way. In this connection he noted 
the work of Leonardo da Vinci 
whose anatomical drawings, recent- 
ly discovered, proved his capacity, 
had he continued his studies., in this 
branch of medicine. 

Since the first autopsies in 1543. 
heart disease became a definite 
study. In 1628 with the appearance 
of a text by Harvey, Dr. White 
continued, new impetus was given, 
and gradually with men like 
Benitos and Jenner, authorities of 
recognized merit were referred to 
in study. However, structural de- 
fects were emphasized and in 1914 
Cabot with a methodical diagnosis 
laid the basis of the work in the 
causes of heart diseaie. 

Present methods of advance and 
the status of the science led the 
specialist to pay' careful attention to 
case history and its various aspects. 
Next in importance Dr. White con- 
sidered to be the use of the electro- 
cardiograph v.-hich shows a record of 
the electrical activity of the heart 
Following this the speaker suggest- 
ed that the X-ray would be of con- 
siderable value. 

Of- the many heart diseases now 
prevalent, Dr. White said some 
were due to a lack of physical exer- 
cise and unnecessary exertion in 
particular fields. Coronary circula- 
tion will often adjust itself natui'- 
ally. The speaker cited the case of 
a gentleman of eighty-four who 
iiad overcome this sickness three 
limes with his own natural re- 
sources. In conclusion Dr. While 
slated that accuracy and diligence 
were the necessary fundamentals of 
the specialist in cardiology.

Should this group attempt in any

The men of Ihis country who 
have vnlunlcrred for service in the 
proyciil slrugqlc liavp, by their 
action. Identified ' llicmsclvcs as 
good citizens. Unlike the armed 
forces of totulitnrluii slules, theirs 
is a war not of conquest but of de- 
fence of freedom and Iho jircscrva- 
tlon of those spirituiil values which 
alone make life worth living, 

Democrntic .irtnics have nothing 
to gnin and much to lose. They 
servo simply to protect the rights 
of nations and individuals from the 
brutal onslaughts of Teutonic dema- 
gogues who threaten to destroy 
civilization and recreate liuman 
thought and action according to 
their own s.nlanlc liking. 

Canadians have answered the call 
because they, like their fellow- 
Britons and gallant Allies, the 
French, refuse to be bulldozed into 
subjugation, Tliey stand firm in 
their determination that the way- 
ward course of Nazi-Bolshevik 
anti-Christianity must come to a 
definite and final end before the 
future of our nations and our 
children can be regarded with any 
measure of security. 

The disturbances of war can. if 
allow^cd lo go unchecked, impover- 
ish civilization for generations to 
come. The experience of the last 
conflict proved this, for, even 
though the tumult and the shouting 
of 1914-1918 have faded there are 
still visible evidences of the 
horrible drain it made upon society. 

War Today 

War today is a different under- 
taking, from a mental standpoint, 
at least, than what It was twenty 
years ago. There is no so-called 
patriotic flag-waving and band- 
playing, and Canadians— those who 
al»eady have sqcn service and those 
who have suffered from the after- 
math—do not consider it a glorious 
adventure fraught with thrills and 
excitement. Young and old, they 
knov/ the full ineiiiiina of the tre- 
mendous sacrifices they will be 
called upon to make. 

They have entered this war be- 
cause they are good citizens. They 
have left farms and cities, schools, 
jobs, homes and security, and Ihcy 
have denied themselves— yes, even 
those whom society was unable lo 
provide for in pcace-llme— of their 
own measures of freedom. They are 
men whom Canada can ill-afford lo 
lose. 

Most of them will come back, 
just at ilipir fiiiliers and brothers 
did in 1910. But during the process 
of winning the war they will un- 
dergo terrific strains and menial 
upheavals. The moral conviclioiis, 
courage and eagcnicts thai now arc 
theirs will ho taxed In llie Innil. 
'J'hey v.iil find themselves face to 
face with hardships, sufferings and 
deprivations that might easily liuii 
them into bitter, dislriislfiil cynics, 
robbed of their faith in liiimanily. 
Thai is, unless preventative steps 
are lakcn. 

The Old Soldiers' Duly, 

Old soldiers, more than anyone 
else, realize llils from experience 
and it Is logical thai old soUiH.i^^ 
themselves— those no longer suit- 
able for active service because of 
age or jihysical di..al)llilies— should 
feel it ilicir duty as well as (heir 
indi.spiilable ritjlit to provide for 
the well-being of tliosc who have 
accepted the new challenge. 

By means of their great ex-ser- 
vice men's organization, the flan- 
adian Legion, Ihey Ikiu:, accordinti- 
ly, volunteered lo co-opcrale'acllye- 
ly Willi llic aul|)orl)lcs il) providing 
essential services for all branches of 
Hie forces— navy, army and air—

For this purpose they have cre- 
ated a special non-profit making 
body Itnown as Uje Canadian Legion

The Legion realizes, of course, 
thai llie primary purpose of the 
armed forces Is lo win llie war and 
llial all Binxlli.Try sprvlcps iniK'it li" 
provided in ."iiii'li a way n.c |ii coii- 
Irihiilr iiftliPi- lliHii In dlstracl from 
tills end. Its activilies, therefore, 
bolli III Canada and abroad, have 
been planned carefully so as to syn- 
chronize will) all conslilucncies of 
llie army, navy and alr^ force In 
such a way hs to further military 
rfriclpiiry. 

Rdncalinn Moat Important 

While all branches of the Legion's 
war work will be of Inestimable 
value In maintaining the morale 
niitt p.'iprlt-dp-corp."! of the fighting 
iiicM, Its pdiicniioii program may 
rightly be considered the most am- 
bitious ever launched under such 
circiimslances. The seed of this 
great enterprise actually was sown 
during the po.sl-wnr years of lOIB 
when thoiisnnds of Canadians who 
lost the three or four years tlial 
normally would liavo pnablcd them 
to become scK-suslaining for the 
rest of their lives, returned home 
to find their position gone. This, 
coupled with a mlHIary outlook 
lliiit iiUKle lliein iiiloleraiit of civil- 
ian mailers, contril)iile<l greatly lo 
il .stale of menial unrest and a con- 
sequent inability to "sellle dov/n." 
Despite the noble sacrifices they 
made, their lack of training in spe- 
cific fields of endeavor made many 
of them unemployable and even to- 
day there arc those still wandering 
about trying lo fit themselves Into 
life as useful citizens. 

Tliat was one of the great trag- 
edies of the last struggle and one 
which the Canadian Legion is de- 
termined shall ndt be repeated. In 
the words of Alex, Walker, of Cal- 
gary, acting Dominion president of 
the Legion, "our objective is lo per 
mil every man willing to learn to 
leave the service after demobiliza- 
tion with both feet.on the ground." 
Program Is Feasible. 

That such a program as this is 
feasible and can be carried out 
successfully is perhaps do,ubtcd by 
many civilians. But the answer is 
that it can. Unlike the last war 
it is probable that under present 
service conditions a greater number 
of troops will occupy positions in 
the area behind the actual line of 
fire and that there will be greater 
freedom of individual movement 
between the front and the back 
areas, bases, and the areas occupied 
by the civlian populace. In addi- 
tion, men on leave and in conval- 
escent hospitals will be given suf- 
ficient opportunity to avail them- 
selves of the Legion's facilities, and 
it is possible that these can be ex- 
tended to neutral countries where 
Canadians might be interned as pri- 
soners of war. Apart from the 
possibilities of these fields, it is 
likely that selected men, recom- 
mended by their Company Officers, 
following a stnlcd period of service 
under fire, will be permitted 
special leave of one month to lake 
courses specially prepared on the 
plan of the "summer school" now 
in operation at many universities. ' 

It will be appreciated, of course, 
that much of the work lo be carried 
out will be of a straight-forward 
high-school character, but that the 
approach will be that of methods 
of adult education since In many 
cases the men will have Grade IX 
or heller ncadcmic standing as well 
as considerable knowledge gained 
from war experience.
